Tallahissee, Fla., June 12—The 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion has agreed to become the sole 
creditor of- the vast Everglades 
drainage district by taking, over 
a $5,860,000 refunding bond issue 
which settles a $17,000,000 debt. 

Governor - Holland announced 
that the. RFC would assume the 
refunding bonds which will bear 41 
per cent interest and Will mature 
serially in three to-33 years. 

A syndicate of Northern -and 
Midwestern bond concern recent- 
ly obtained & majority of the dis. 
trict’s originar $9,000,000 bond 
sue for 57 cents on the dollar from. 
m bondholders’ committee headed 
by H. C. Rorick of Toledo. The 
į syndicate has agreed to the RFC} 
refinancing plan. 

Governor Holland said he. was 
“particularly glad that the RFC- 
will be the sole creditor. It will 
be a friendly creditor, and it can 
help in working out rezoning of 
property for taxes." 

‘The refunding- will wipe out all 
existing original bonds, judgments 
and other dlaims against the 11- 
county .district. It will, cancel 
about $20,0000b0 of delinquent 
taxes against the 4,800,000 acres}

To Kill A Man 


In pointing out the high cost of 
modern warfare, a broker:com- 
mentator said: "It is figured that 
it cost Julius Caesars legions 
about 75 cents to kill one en- 
emy; the cost was $15,000 in 1914- 
1918 world war and is now $60,- 
000. It has lately been estimated 
that to keep the equivalent of one. 
machine gun firing steadily would 
require 2,500 men working con- 
tinuously in industry. — . 

"And machine guns are really 
nothing at all in comparison with 
anti-aircraft rifles. The 3-inch 
type shoots 25 rounds per minute 
or 100 rounds for a battery. Since 
a round costs 2237, the cost of 
firing a battery is $134,220 
hour. It ís estimated that 65,000 
men are required to keep an anti- 
aircraft battery of 3-inch guns in 
ammunition. How many compan- 
ies in the country employ 68,000 
men? Not very many. From 
these simple illustrations of the 
cost in money and man power of
